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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 16-21, 28-45 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a D/A conversion circuit for supplying 
a gradation voltage corresponding to n-bit digital signal (n is a natural number that is 
equal or greater than 2) comprising a second D/A conversion circuit including a forth 
switch element electrically connected to the second and the third output lines as called for 
in claims 16, 19, 28, 31, 34, 37, 40 and 43. Therefore, claims 16-21, 28-45 are presently 
allowed.
